1, It was learned on 11 November 1949 at the Vchwerin 
(.: 54/f 46) railroad district management that the 
trackage of the Ludwigslust-Techentin (.: 54/7 86) 
airfield railroad siding was to be dismantled for 
the construction of the ierlin detour. vJaj Gharokha 
was CO of the field. 


2o On 28 December 1949 a railroad worker said that the 
Laerz (ii 54/U 33) airfield was occupied by aircraft 
as before but no construction work or flying was ob- 
served at the kechlin (i 54/U 33) airfield. soviet Co 
of -~cchlin had allegedly considered blocking the 
drow (Nh 54/U 33) - iechlin railroad line and the 
road parallel to it. It vas assumed that jet firhters 
were shortly to be stationed at the Laerz airfield, 


3. On 29 December 1949 a Perlebers (.1 54/T 70) resident 
stated that tank units instead of air force formations 
had arrived at the Perleberg airfield. Tanks were 
alleredly parked on the flying lanes cut into the 
woods near the field.
